Reasons For Allowance 



1 . Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose a hybrid power supply system for driving a discharge lamp, the 
hybrid power supply system comprising a piezoelectric inverter connected to a 
rectifier/filter DC voltage, for stepping up and converting the rectifier/filter DC voltage to 
an AC voltage for driving the discharge lamp; and a ferrite converter connected to the 
rectifier/filter DC voltage the ferrite converter stepping down the rectifier/filter DC voltage 
to a rated DC voltage for driving discharge lamp circuits other than the discharge lamp; 
and a frequency control circuit electrically coupled to a comparator circuit and a driver 
circuit, the frequency control circuit controlling a switching frequency for the switching 
circuits according to an output signal of the comparator circuit, the ferrite converter 
including a ferrite step-down transformer and a rectifier circuit, the ferrite step-down 
transformer having a primary side electrically coupled to the output terminal of 
the switching circuits and a secondary side electrically coupled to the rectifier 
circuit, the rectifier circuit electrically coupled to the secondary side of the ferrite 
step-down transformer as required in claim 1 . The proper remainder dependent 
claims are allowed at least at the reason above. 

3. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least above reason. 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants' disclosure. None of record prior arts stands alone or combination with 
others discloses all limitation required in claim invention.
